MacIntosh, Commisstoner of 
Police, had inspected varicus pos- 
rible sites for a suitable stadium, 
but owing to the impossibility of 
obtaining «necessary building 
materials it was not possible ts 
make a start on the project in the 
nenr future. He would howéver, 
Nke to record his great appreéla- 
tion of the sympathetic approach

Mr. Morse touched on the 
diMculties confronting the Asro- 
ciation at the beginning af the 
senson with regards to playing 
fields antl the guneral shortage of 
competent ‘referees.
